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The COMMITTEE, appointed to confider 

the Leginative Provifions already exifting for Sup- 
port of the Aged and Infirm Poor of Ireland, and 
for the Pumihment of Vagrants, and of the Neceffity of 
rcvifing and amending the Statutes relating thereto, 
and alfo of making Provifion for the Care of 
Lunatics and Idiots by Grand Jury Prefentments ; 
and to report the fame, with their Obfervations and 
■Opinion thereupon, to the Houfe;— 

H a ve, purfoant to the Order of the Honfe, examined the 
Matters to them referred ; And, 

Having perufed and confidered the feveral Statutes, and 
■examined into fuch other Evidence relating thereto as was at 
the prefent Period laid before them. Have come to the follow- 
ing Relblutioiis ; 

Refolved, 

That it appears to this Committee, That the Adoption of 
:a general Syftem of Provifion for the Poor of Ireland, by way 
of Parifh Rate, as in England, or in any fimilar Manr.er, would 
be highly injurious to the Country, and wouIcT not produce any 
real or permanent Advantage, even to the lower Claffes of 
People who muft be the Objeas of foch Support. 

Refolved, 

That it appears to this Committee, That the feveral Ads 
paired in the Parliament of Irehnd, and particularly that of 
the nth and lafh of His prefent Majefty, direaing the Efta- 
hlilhment of a Hoiife of Indudry in evei'y County, County of 
toVMr T7) ' a City, 
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a City, and County of a Town, have not been complied with, 
nor any Prelentment made by the I'everal Grand Juries to affitl 
in the Support of fuch Kftablitliments for the Relief of Aved 
and Infirm Poor, and the Punithment of Vagrants and Stirdy 
Beggars, except in the Counties of Cork, IVaterj'ord, Limerick, 
and Clare, and in the Cities of Cork, W zterford, and Limerick ; 
but that the Houfe of Induftry of Dublin, is. fo])portcd at the 
Public Charge, and is open to the Admiflion of the Poor of 
tire feveral Parts of Ireland, which may have induced the Coun- 
ties and Cities that have not carried into Effect the Eftablilhment 
of feparate Houfes of Induftry to coafider the Houfe of In- 
duftry of Dublin fo regulated and provided for as a fufficient 
Contribution on their Part, and precluding the Neceffity of their 
making farther Provifion for their Poor. 

Refolved^ 

That it appears to this Committee, That the Aa of the 
yth of His prelent Majefty, and other Aas diredling the 
Eftablifliment of Infirmaries, or County Hofpitals, and grantino- 
a certain Allowance from the Treafury by way of Salary to the 
Surgeon or Phyfician attending thereon, have been carried into 
Effeft in almoft all the Counties of Ireland. 

RefolveJ, 

That, fo far as at prefent appears to this Committee, The 
Provifions of the Afl of the 27th of His prefent Majefty, 
Cap. 39, empowering Grand Juries to prefent the Sums ne- 
ceffary for Support of a Ward for Idiots and Inlane Perfons, 
have not been complied witli. 

Refohed, 

That it appears to this Committee, That in the Houfe of 
Induftry of Dublin Provifion is made for the Support of up- 
wards of One Hundred and Eighteen Idiots and Lunatics; 
in the Houfe of Induftry of Cork for Ninety; in that of 
Waterford for Twenty-five; and in that of Limerick for 
Paupers fo afflicted. . 

Refohed^ 

That it appears to this Committee, That the Demand 
fcff Admiflion of Lunatics and Idiots into all thefe Places, 

greatly 
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greatly exceeds the Accommodation or Ftmds ajjpointed for 
their Support; aud that it does not appear that any Inftitution, 
maintained in any degree at the Public Expence, cxifts in any 
other Parts of Ireland for their Reception. 

Refohed^ 1 

That it is the Opinion of this Committee, That the 
Attention and Care neceffary to the effeaual Relief of thefe 
dtftreffed Objeas cannot be efficacioufly extended to them 
■whilft they are conueaed with Inftitutions of a very different 
Nature, and at the fame Time muft in a great degree break 
in upon and derange the orderly Regulation of thofe In- 
ilitutions. 

Rcfolved, 

That it is the Opinion of this Committee, That the 
Eftablilhment of Four Afylums for Idiots and Lunatics, One in 
each of the Provinces of Ireland, (including that of Dublin) 
placed in as central a Situation as poffible, to be ereaed and 
maintained in fuch Manner as may hereafter be deemed advifable, 
either by Grand Jury Prefentments, or otherwife, would be a' 
Meafure highly beneficial. 

Refolved^ 

That it is the Opinion of this Committee, That the Con- 
fideration of the important Objefls referred to their Examination 
requires more mature Difcullion than the prefent advanced 
Period of the Seffion of Parliament would allow, and further 
Information than they can at prefent attain, to enable them to 
formacorrea Judgment thereon; and that they do therefore 
recommend to theHoufe, That the further Inveftigation of this 
Subjea be refumed at an early Period of the enfuing Seffion, as 
an Objea having llrong Claims on the Attcntion°of the Le- 
giflafure. 
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
